THE GRAND JURY CHARGES: 

COUNT 1 

[Attempted Enticement of a Minor] 

On or about June 12, 2019 through August 23, 2019, in Broome County in the Northern 
District of New York, and elsewhere, defendant JEFFREY BLAKE, using a facility and means 
of interstate and foreign commerce, did knowingly attempt to persuade, induce, and entice two 
minors who had not attained the age of 18 years, to wit: a person whom the defendant believed to 
be a nine-year old female child, and a person whom the defendant believed to be a thirteen year- 
old female child, to engage in sexual activity for which a person could be charged with a criminal 
offense, to wit: offenses under Article 130 of the New York State Penal Law, in violation of Title 
18, United States Code, Section 2422(b).
